To  his  Excellency,  S.  B.  Buckner,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  to  the  General  Assembly  : 

Owing  to  the  change  made  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Treasury,  by  which  the  fiscal  year  was  made  to  end  June  30th, 
instead  of  December  31st  of  each  year,  the  ensuing  report  covers  a 
period  of  operations  extending  through  eighteen  months. 

During  that  time  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  has 
distributed  to  blind  persons  in  Kentucky,  and  supplied  the  Kentucky 
Institute  for  the  Blind  with  223  volumes  and  various  articles  of  appa- 
ratus for  the  instruction  of  the  blind.

American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind.  An  edition  in  the  Roman,  or 
line  letter,  also  one  in  New  York  Point,  has  been  published  regularly. 
This  publication  contains  the  International  Sunday  School  Lessons; 
and,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Hall,  during  the  present  year,  arrange- 
ments were  made  by  which  the  lessons  for  the  vacation  were  supplied 
to  the  various  institutions  in  advance,  so  that  copies  could  be  distrib- 
uted to  the  pupils,  in  order  that  they  may  attend  their  local  Sunday 
Schools  with  well  prepared  lessons,  and  keep  up  regular  religious  study 
during  the  summer  vacation. 

The  editing  of  the  Weekly,  made  necessary  by  this  vacation  pub- 
lication, has  been  intrusted  to  Miss  Alice  V.  Broadus,  who  has  per- 
formed the  duty  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner  and  has  largely  added 
to  the  interest  and  usefulness  of  the  publication,  as  well  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  its  pages. 

The  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind  has,  as  usual,  used  its 
quota  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wait,  in  preparing  and  publishing 
music  in  point  notation. 

The  Ohio  Institution  has  set  apart  a  portion  of  its  quota  for  pro- 
ducing Wells'  Plane  Geometry  with  the  diagrams  in  the  line  letter; 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  has  had  begun,  at  its  expense,  the  pro- 
duction of  the  first  four  books  of  Csesar's  Commentaries  in  the  point 
letter.     These  books  will  probably  be  ready  for  use  in  September.
